U.S. envoi; to Rome targeted 



WASHINGTON lUPIi - U.S. Am- 
bassador to Italy Maxwell M. Rabb 
was recalled to Washington at least 
two weeks ago, partly because of a 
threat by terrorists to kidnap and 
. assassinate him. administration 
sources said Sunday. 

In addition, sources said U.S. am- 
bassadors in "danger areas" recently 
were supplied with bulletproof 
automobiles and bulletproof vests, 
because of possible trouble from ler- 
-rorlst groups supported by Libyan 
Col. Moammar Khadafy. They would 
not identify the ambassadors given 
extra security. 

Rabb, 71, appointed ambassador by 
President Reagan, was recalled from 
Italy_"at least two weeks ago," in port 
because of a threat of kidnapping and 
assassination, the sources said. 

They disputed a report In Sunday's 
New York Times that authorities had 
uncovered a Libyan plot to 
assassinate Rabb and that he was 
hastily recalled - "without even a 
change of clothes" — to- Washington. 
■ ' . The official sources said it was' a 
kidnapping threat "with appropriate 
publicity .leading to an assassina- 
tion," but they refused to identify the 
source of the threat and would not 
comment oh a possible Libyan con- 
nection. ■ 

And sour ces stressed emphatically 
the throat "could have been handled" 
in Rome by Italian and U.S. In- 
~ telligence authorities, and "the prime 
i reason" Rabb - an Influential Jew- 



ish, liberal Republican — was re- 
called was to help lobby senators on 
behalf of the AWACS plane sale to 
Saudi Arahia. 

In Rome, a U.S. Embassy official 
called the New York Times report 
"nonsense." _ 

Rabb will return to llaly soon after 
the Senate votes on the AWACS sale 
this Wednesday, one administration 
source said. 

Rabb could noi be reached for 
comment. 

A State Department spokesman 
Joseph Reap said. "Ambassador 
Rabb was recalled for a number of 
reasons, onc-Tof whtcli was for normal 
consultations." Hffip refused lo dts- 
close the other reasons. 

But' a department official who Asked* 
not lobe Identified confirmed that Oflo ' 
reason was a "possible threat to his 
security," 

In its editions of Oct. i« Newsweek 
magazine reported Khadafy had sent 
a hit loam to Italy to assassinate Rabb 
1rr retaliation- -for the U.S. shooting 
down of'two Libyan Jets' over the Gulf 
of Sidra. The Newsweek report was 
the object of extensive attention in the 
Italian press. 

It is known that security precau- 
tions at U,S. embassies, consulates 
and American military bases abroad 
have been markedly increased in 
/recent months.

Starting out young on computers

TWIN FAI.I.S - "II says the syntax is not 
right,'! the teacher says, leaning over a pair 
students to look at the glow ing computer screen. 

"Do you know what syntax is?" he asks them. 

Two small heads shake "no." 

"Syntax is language." says Paul Allred. the 
-sponsor of a computer club for Twin Falls 
elementary students. "You've heard of grain- 
mar. Syntax is like grammar. 

"The computer says you don't have the right 
grammar, kid!" 

"This says RUUN," he says, drawing-out itie 
"U's." "The computer only understands RUN. 
It's saying you have asyntax problem." 

On Tuesday and Thursday afternoons. Allred 
-introduces"two^groups"ort5"studentslb"a'sinaller 
group of computer terminals. The club Is a 
mixture of sixth-graders from all the elementary 
schools in the district, brought together hy an 
interest in computers and an opportunity to 
learn about them. 

Their eyes glance quickly bel ween the screens 



and the keyboards: they don't seem lo notice 
that they are huddled into a cramped room at 
Sawtooth Flementary. They arc excited and 
impatient to learn the secret language of the 
little screens. 

To a large degree, the. mini-computers tutor 
the students through cassette tapes and 
workbooks. 

"That'll teach you how lo use it," Allred says, 
as he helps them snap the cassette tapes into 
-place-Silling-back-to-back in- two rows.-the- 
students stare intently at the screens, fidgeting' 
in their chairs. They want to begin. 

"What you have to remember Is that you'll 
have to follow the Instructions," he says. 

It's soon obvious that even Willi the perfect 
patience and infallible memory of the electronic 
tutors, a human teacher still is necessary. 

"At least II gives them a start," Allred says. 
~leaiilng"ovCr"a-stu(!cnt"to"help^hirrnype-|n"a - 
commnnd. "They'll have problems that I'll have 
to help them with. Things won't be 100 percent 
perfect, but at least, they're on track (or now." 

In spite of a frustrating little problem with 
syntax now and then, there's no lack of en- 
thusiasm inthcclub. 



"This is so neat. I love this!" a student 
whispers, more to himself than to his engrossed 
terminal partner. 
•The little room hums with a high-pitched 
interest in learning that mortal teachers dream 
about. It's a shame the computers can't apprecl- 
ale It. The gray and black terminals, which 
resemble portable televisions, don't say much — 
just a- slow wink now and again when a new 
segment of dala is presented to the student. 
— "We had-to-shut-the-ctub-o[f-at-30r*~Altred" 
says, ".'figured Its belter to do something with a 
small number than to do even less with a larger 
number." 

Allred can't estimate the pace at which the 
sixth-graders will learn about the computers. 
The club has met only five limes.' 

"It's hard to say. Some kids will go faster than 
others. We'll just have to find out." 

He-says-the- students-are-learning-a-baslc- 
computer language, one of the many in 
existence: Bui he feels the skills they learn will 
be invaluable later. 

"They're going to be in a world of computers." 
Allred says. "It'll be good if they know a little 
about them." 



AW ACS approval possible, GOP leader says 



WASHINGTON lUPIl - Senate 
Republican leader Howard Baker 
said Sunday "nobody knows" how this 
week's final vote on the AWACS deal 
with Saudi Arabia will turn out, but 
President Reagan still can win ap- 
proval of the sale. 

Baker said opponents of the Sfi.5 
billion radar plane package do not 
have enough votes to veto the ar- 
rangement, and he believes that 
Reagan — without resorting 
nbstict Is" — can bring an 
enough senators to carry the day. 

The Tennessee Republican, in- 
terviewed on CBS' "Face the Nation," 
also said rejection of the sale would 
Jeopardiie efforts to secure peace in 
the Middle F.ost and would cut into the 
president's ability to conduct foreign 
policy. 

The AWACS deal, more than six 



months In the works, has been 
formally before the "Congress for 
nearly a month. The House, by a vote 
of LWl-lll on Oct. 14. rejected Ihe 
proposal Involving five sophisticated 
Airborne Warning and Control 
Systems aircraft and jet fighter 
hardware. 

The Senate is scheduled to vote on 
Reagan's plan Wednesday, and If it 
also vetoes the deal, it will die. 
Opponents of (lie sale have focused 
that — ttr 

technology might fall into Ihe wrong 
hands, and the potential security , 
threat to Israel. 

Reagan maintains the deal is neces- 
sary to encourage moderation by Ihe 
oil-rich and powerful Saudi monarchy 
and to blunt Soviet meddling in the 
Persian Gulf. 

Variously describing the final days 



of the "trench warfare" over Ihe 
arms package as a "light fight" and 
an "uphill battle," Baker said, "No- 
body knows how it will turnout," 

But the GOP leader added, "The 
battle Is still eminently wlnnable." 

A United Press International tally 
showed 55 senators committed or 
leaning against the sale. Other counts 
have 51 firmly opposed to the deal. 

Baker rejected those figures. After 
saying "I'm not going to get into the 

ponehts of AWACS have less than 50.' 
- Reagan, who interrupted his 
AWACS lobbying to attend the Cancun ■ 
economic summit last week, has 
scheduled a meeting Monday with 
eight senators In an effort to line up 
support. Only one of the eight is listed 
as undecided, but Baker suggested 
the president has room lo maneuver. 



'A number of senators arc now 
reconsidering," he said. But he ref- 
used to say how many had indicated to 
him they might support the president. 

Asked about Reagan's tactics in last . 
three days of persuasion, Baker said 
"I don't expect a major announce- 
ment ... a bombshell" to emerge at 
the last minute to win the day. 

But he said. "The totality or our 
effort will yield 50 votes, and in this 
case a tic wins." 

Ic-s a id re j ection o f -thc-sale-"w.H— 
begin the unravelling" of U.S. efforts 
over the last two administrations to 
achieve a stable peace in the Middle 
East. And he added, "The president's 
ability lo conduct foreign policy will 
be substantially impaired" if the 
Senate refuses to' allow the arms 
package.

"I think the Federal Reserve, no 
matter who is on it now. would oc in 
an impossible position, where they 
arc Ihe only anti-inflation game in 
America.

BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) - Presi- 
dent Rejgan said In an Interview 
published Sunday the United States 
may eventually talk with the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization but only 
if the PLO first recognizes Israel's 
rlghttoexist. 

"I think this Is part of what's at 
stake here," Reagan said when asked- 
if he would eventually approve talks 
with the PLO. "I think Saudi Arabia 
could be an element in this."- 

Pressed if this meant bringing the 
PLO Into the Middle East peace 
process, Reagan said, "Yes." 

Reagan qualified his remarks In the 
interview with the Independent News 
Alliance, published in the Lebanese 
newspaper An-Nahar, by restating 
U.S. policy that the Palestinians must 
first recognize Israel. 

"I don't like to talk just about the 
PLO because it is a self-declared 
voice of the Palestinian people," 
Reagan said.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Drug 
abuse, lack of discipline and low 
morale may be greater problems for 
the Soviet army than for U.S. armed 
forces, Rep. Les Aspln, D-Wls., said 
Sunday. 

"We're always hearing about dis- 
cipline problems In our military," 
Aspln said In a statement, but "our 
problems pale beside those of the, 
Soviet army." 

The Wisconsin Democrat said he 
based his conclusion on an account by 
KJrill Podrnblnck, a young Soviet 
conscript who served in 1974-76 in a 
regiment in Turkmenistan, which 
borders Iran and Afghanistan. 

"If the unit my source describes is 
at all typical — and he says It Is, and 
there is official Soviet evidence to 
-conflrnuthis-— JL's.no .wonder _ the„ 
Soviets are having trouble with their 
troops in Afghanistan," Aspin said. 

"Soviet conscripts arc paid 3 rubles, 
80 kopecks per month, not enough ' 
purchase a dollar bill on the Moscow 
black market," the account said. 
"The older conscripts steal the wages 
of the younger ones and use the money 
to pay for vodka which they buy from 
peasant moonshiners." 
Podrablnek reported that draftees 
..arriving at the regiment were.beaten 
up by second-year conscripts, who 
also stole their uniforms and other 
possessions, Aspin said. 

The firs^scrgeant of Podrablnek's 
company was described as a drug 
addict with a prison record who was 
put in charge because he was physi- 
cally the strongest. 

"Conscripts receive rations barely 
adequate for survival." said Aspin. 
He added that warrant officers steal 
from arriving rations and sccond- 
— yflnr nfmnfl rl ptf w I t" mast nf what Is 



left. 

Second-year conscripts also were 
' reported to beat and torture the new 
men, while officers did nothing to stop 
'it.' 

"In any badly led military force, 
abuse of disciplinary powers will get 
' out of hand," said Aspin, often a critic

McDuffie cited some advances, 
however, that in recent years 
"amount to breakthroughs" in arthri- 
tis research - each calling for In- 
tensive followthrougb to score bigger 
payoffs. 

They include: 

1. Genetic markers. Inherited sub- 
stances have been discovered on the 
surface of blood cells which pinpoint 
an individual's susceptibility to ar- 
thritis and which are delectable in lab 
tests. 

"We must find out much more about 
how heredity In arthritis works." 
McDuffie said. "Population studies 
are urgently needed to identify those 
at risk, and to seek factors that 
combine to bring on arthritis in those 
genetically susceptible." 

2. The puzzle of an infectious trig- 
gering agent. Since most people with 
arthritic genetic markers never get 
the disease, what decides when some- 
one with'a marker does get It? . 

"One most likely factor is a Irlg- 
gcrlng agent such as a bacterium or 
an offbeat virus. . .and support Is 
urgently ntksled for vigorous research 
to find and identify the culprits."

'Youth March for Peace' In Paris brings out thousands to attack plans to place new American nuclear weapons In Europe 

Nuclear foes demonstrate 



PARIS (UPI) - More than 200.000 people, some 
wearing skeleton outfits and carrying "Hate 
Reagan" and "Apocalypse" signs, marched 
through Paris. . Brussels and Oslo Sunday in 
massive anti-nuclear protests of U.S. missiles In 
Europe. 

It was the second straight day of peace de- 
monstrations on the Continent. The protests in 
Belgium were the largest since World War 11 and 
those In Oslo the biggest since the 1970s. 

Saturday, hundreds of thousands look lo Die 
streets in London, Rome and Bonn to denounce 
NATO plans to deploy Pershing and Cruise missiles 
in West Germany, Britain, Italy, Holland and 
Belgium beginning in December, 1983. They also 
criticized Presiden Reagan's remarks of more than 
a week ago that a limited nuclear was possible in 
Europe, 

On his way home from two days of NATO 
meetings. Defense Secretary Caspar Weinberger 
said in Shannon, Ireland, that he -respected Ihc 
right to demonstrate for nuclear disarmament bul 
thought that was the wrong way to preserve world 
peace.

NATO for many years." Weinberger said. "And we 
believe it can be done in the future if we remain 
united and resolute."

The U.S. strategic force, which the Reagan 
administration wants to modernize with a S1B0 
billion program, Is the .triad of ICBMs. B-52 
bombers and submarines poised to exchange 
megatonnagc with the Soviets in a war between the 
superpowers. 

The reason no distinction is made between 
strategic and theater is because the Europeans 
cannot or do not wanl to envision what some 
describe as a limited nuclear war — limited, (hat 
Is, to Europe. Once a war goes nuclear, it is argued. 
It will go worldwide.

Armstrong's "firm, Trl State, also known 
during its short history In the state as 
Compact of Idaho and JF.A Inc., mails oul 
cards telling people they will win a gift if the 
number or word on their card matches one on 
a list also printed on the card. Matching his 
mailings to the season, the list of winning 
words has been printed variously In a "Lucky 
Pumpkin," "Lucky Reef" and "Lu'ckv Rab- 
bit" on past Trl State mailings. 

Every card is a winner, and gifts range 
from a knife set toa color television. 

"Naturally, I give away a lot more cheap 
gifts than large gifts," Armstrong says. "I do 
that to stay in business." 

His business is to give everyone who 
responds to the gift offer the sales pitch for 
his vacuums. 

The gift offers are not an attempt to 
deceive, Armstrong says; they are simplv the 
most effective advertising he can buy. "If 1 
put an ad In your paper for an $884 vacuum, 
how many people do you think would re- 
spond?" 

When he gives away a color television — 
and Thornberg has verified that lie gave 
away six during a span of several months - 
everyone within a square mile responds to his 
gift offer, he says. 

Armstrong opened the Twin Falls Tri State 
office in August and made his first mailings 
about a month ago. He says he also has an 
office in Poeateilo. His first Idaho office, 
which was moved from Boise to Nampa 
recently, opened In January 1980. 

Armstrong's conflicts with the Better Busi- 
ness Bureau, which led the bureau to bring 
Tri State to the attention of the attorney 
general, began then, too.

He 
asked her to name people damaged bv 
Armstrong's acts, the dates the damage 
occurred and any statutes violated. 

The Judge granted a motion requiring that 
disclosure. 

Stahman says no further work has been 
done on the case since then. 

Funding for the consumer fraud division, 
which was cut by the legislature during its 
last session, ran out.

Judge keeps 
Utahn out 
of prison 

TWIN, FALLS - Acting on the 
recommendation of Harry Deliaan, 
the Twin Falls Counly prosecutor. 
Fifth District Court Judge Thcron 
Ward Friday opted to keep a Utah 
man convicted of robbery oul of 
prison. 

Ward's decision and Dcllaan's rec- 
ommendation for leniency apparently 
came as a surprise to the defendant. 
Robert Elwood, 2fi, of Ogden, and 
Elwood's .lawyer. -deputy public de- 
fender Mike Powers. 

Powers and his client appeared 
before Ward largely on a technical 
matter. Although Elwood pleaded 
guilty on April 20 to the March 8 
robbery of United Oil, 1922 Kimberly 
Road, Powers had sought to delay, 
sentencing in the matter. 

Powers said a co-defendant 1n Ihe 
case . 25- y ear-old Danie l Robert 
^WeTc^w us see hmE-TeJiarjltlfatfrtr 
treatmont at. a Kansas facility. As 
such, he wanted to delay seniencing in 
Elwood's case until both men could 
appear in court. 

But DeHaan argued for Immediate 
sentencing, saying the case had been 
delayed long enough. DeHaan's move 
was tempered, however, with a rec- 
ommendation for probation. 

DeHaan said the defendant was 
gainfully employed as an oil-rigger in 
Evanston, Wyo., was supporting his 
family and was making a-good effort 
to pay off roughly $3,000 in debts. 

Elwood told Ward he got involved in 
the robbery because of financial dif- 
ficulties. Since gaining the job In 
Wyoming, Elwood said his situation 
has improved and he plans to pay off 
all of his debts. 

Ward agreed to DeHaan's request 
for a "lengthy period of probation," 

by ordering Elwood to serve a two- 
year probation In lieu of a five-year 
suspended sentence. But the judge 
refused to go along with the pro- 
secutor's recommendation that 
Elwood be fined for Ihc crime. 

Ward said Elwood committed the 
crime out of a sense of financial 
desperation. Imposing a fine on top of 
the defendant's debts could hamper 
Elwood's efforts to improve his life. 
Ward said. 

In another court case, 2G-year-old 
Michael McCall of Twin Falls will go 
on trial Nov. 9 on a charge of 
possession of a controlled substance.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sep. Jake 
Garn, R-Utah, called Sunday fdr a-ban

tion of a Soviet pipeline to carry 
natural gas from Siberia to Western 
Europe. .

Western Europe more dependent on 
the Soviet bloc for energy and in- 
crease the possibility "for economic 
- and political blackmail." 

Garn, who is chairman of the Senate 
Banking Committee, said the panel 
would hold hearings Tuesday on a 
resolution he has introduced to ask 
that the United States not participate 
In the$l5 billion project. 

He said the 3.600-milc pipeline 
would carry Siberian gas to. 10 Euro- 
peon countries and was "a clear 
danger to Western security" by 
making It possible for the Soviet 
Union to "undermine the historic 
cultural, economic and security lies 
between the United Stoles and 
Western Europe." 

The Utah Republican said he was 
"very disturbed" by reports indicat- 
ing U.S. oil companies were . 
negotiating with the Soviets about 
financing part of the pipeline. 

"Although I do not question the 
legality of their.lnvolvement at this _ 
time, I do not like to see U.S. compa- 
nies aiding in the bankrolling of a 
t venture which could make Europe 
more dependent on the Soviets," he 
said. 

Garn said he also was concerned 
about a tentative administration de- 
cision- to allow the sale of American .

Jury picking 
in 'Freeway' 



case goes on- 

LOS ANGELES (UPO - The sec- 
ond week of Jury selection begins 
Monday in the sex-murder trial or 
accused Freeway Killer William 
Bonin. 

Bonln, M, a Downey, Calif., truck 
driver, Is charged with the torture 
sex-siayings of 12 young menand boys' 
in 1979 and 1980. He also is charged 
with an additional four slayings In 
Orange County. 

Tho Freeway Killer murders refer 
to 44 loosely connected slayings of 
young men and boys whose bodies 
were dumped near freeways in five 
Southern California counties since 
1972. 

Bonin and three co-defendants have 
been charged with a total o( Hi 
slayings. 

Two of the codefendanls, James 
Munro. 20, Long Beach, and Gregory 
Miley, also 20, Beliflower, haye 
pleaded guilty to murder charges in 
. the case and-haveagreed-ta-lestify- 
against Bonin. Sentencing was pend- 
ing for both of them. 

A third codefendant, William ft. 
Pugh, 19, Norwolk. was scheduled to 
-g<wi trial nr-t m 

Vernon Butts. 23, a fourth 
codefendant, hanged himself in his 
""Jail cell last January, ____ 

Jury selection was expected to take 
about two weeks 

Bonin, if convicted, could be sen- 
tenced to die in the gas chamber. He 
remains in custody without bail.

"He died as result ot an argument 
over a television program at the 
Goree Unit. It hod nothing to do with 
his involvement in the Ruiz case (the 
successful federal court lawsuit 



agninst the Texas prison system)," he 
said. 

Hartley said the death was being 
Investigated by the Walker County 
Sheriff's office and the Department of 
Corrections. 

Thompson's mother and other faml* 
ly members said they do not believe 
the off iclal account. 

Airs. Johnnie Wltherspoon, 
Thompson's mother, said her son was 
soon scheduled Tor his first parole 
hearing and would not jeopardize his 
chance for freedom by fighting about 
something as trivial as a television 
program. 

About 100 Inmates testified against 
the corrections department during a 
yearlong trial before U.S. District 
Judge William Wayne Justice of 
Tyler.
